RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


Hackensiick, N. J., Nov. 4.—The 
passtfnger train this morning on the 
New York and Greenwood Lake Rail- 
road, composed of one engine and 
one coach, ran into Hackensiick River, 
owing to the draw in the bridge. En- 
gineer Deeter was wounded seriously 
by jumping before the locomotive 
reached the edge of the chasm. There 
were about twenty persons in the 
coach, mostly business men living at 
Arlington, Mount Clare and Green- 
wood Lake on their way to New York. 
,1. D. Wood, baggage master, was 
sitting on the front seat of the passen- 
ger coach. 
He saw the fireman leap 
on tho front platform of the coach 
and running to the edge jump into 
the river. 
He then -rushed out the 
door>vay and seeing the forward part 
of the engine just going over the draw, 
himself jumped into tlie river. Par- 
ticulars are not yet received. Only one 
person thus far killed, Ira Dexter, en- 
gineer, aged forty and residing in 
Jersey City with his wife and family. 
His neck was broken and his head 
crushed. 


The wounded known are: 
J . D. Wood, baggage master, back 
injured, and internally. 


F. B. Tuttle of Mount Clair, a mer- 
chant of New York City, badly cut 
and bruised. 
He was taken back to 
New York.

LATER. 


It seems that the bridge tender is 
accustomed to leave the draw open all 
night and did not arrive in time to 
close it. 
Tlie train, comprising the 
engine, tender and one passenger car 
with twenty passengers, all males, a\> 
proached the open draw at a rate of 
about lifteen miles an hour. The 
engineer, not discovering the alarm 
signal till too late to stop the train, 
jumped on the bridge striking his 
head and died in a few minutes. The 
others, except those previously men- 
tioned, escaped with more or less fear- 
ful bruises. 


The passenger coach floated on the 
water, and the ])assengers were taken 
out through the windows and roof by 
men in small boats. 


None of tiie passengers were killed, 
and only one or two seriously injured. 
Tliey were all transferred to the New- 
ark branch train and sent through to 
Newport.

The Spanish cortcs reopened Mon- 
day. Alfonso's approaching marriage 
was officially announced. 


Chas. Grumerson, the noted Eng- 
lish theologian, biographer and artist 
is dead, aged seventy-seven. 


Karl Schwartz, owner of cotton 
mills at Elangel, Bavaria, has sus- 
pended. Liabilities, £103,000. 


The German government has ex- 
tended to the end of the year the con- 
tract for raising the steamship Gros- 
ser Kurfust. 


Prof. Gerhard Rohlfs' expedition, 
sent out by the German African So- 
ciety, having explored the Kuffaro 
oasis was set upon and plundered and 
Prof. Rohlf was compelled to return 
to Malta. 


Saturday's elections In England re- 
sulted very favorably to the liberals. 
The Liverpool town council, which 
formerly stood 42 conservatives and 22 
liberals, now consists of 34 conserva- 
tives and 30 liberals. 


The representatives in the Spanish 
cortez from Cuba and Porto Rico have 
decided to demand the reform of tar- 
iffs and commercial relations between 
Spain and her colonies, and if these 
are not granted to withdraw from the 
legislature. 


At the political trials at Kieff, Rus- 
sia, on the 28th of October, one man 
was sentenced to be hanged, two men 
to imprisonment at hard labor for ten 
years, one to six years, two to four 
years, one to one month and two to 
seven days' imprisonment. 


The late disturbance at Middlebury, 
in the Transvaal country, among the 
Boers was caused by violating Garney 
Wolesley's orders forbidding the I ^ r s 
to purchase ammunition until they 
have paid their taxes. 
There are 
enough troops available to preserve 
the peace. 


The terrible Indian, Calisto Vas- 
quez, on the 17th of September, was 
taken from his prison and on the plaza 
Tx>nduras, the theatre of his last ex- 
ploits, was shot to death. He was 
charged with the murder of twelve 
persons and the burning of the bodies 
of some of his victims even before 
life was extinct. 
He gave the names 
of a number of politicians, priests, rev- 
olutionary generals, landed proprie- 
tors and others who aided him. 


The P a n a m a Star and Herald 
gwe» 
a full and graphic account of the ter- 
rible conflict on the 8th of October 
between the Peruvian ironclad Haus- 
car and a division of the Chilian fleet, 
consisting of one ironclad and three 
wooden steamers. 
After two hours 
combat the Hauscar, with her hull 
riddled, engines damaged, tuiret so 
jammed that it would not revolve, 
and with only four officers unwound- 
ed, hauled down the Peruvian flag 
and surrendered. The mortality must 
have been very large. 
The Chilian 
fleet 
was 
considerably 
damaged. 
Admiral Graw, of the Hauscar, was 
killed. In Lima a subscription is be- 
ing raised to buy an iionclad to be 
called the Admiral Graw. Men give 
their houses, lands, estates, money, 
watehes, etc; wemen their diamonds, 
silver plate, etc. One lady donated 
diamonds yalued at £2,000. 
The 
bishop of Lima heads the subscription 
with 2,000 soles, and the total amount 
pledged is 200,000 soles. 
The minis- 
try resigned, but the resignation was 
not accepted. There is no thought of 
submission. 
A commission has been 
sent to Europe to get another iron- 
clad. This naval battle is called the 
Trafalgar of the Pacific. 
Mm. Graw 
died soon after hearing of her hus- 
band's brave death.

I live at 58 Nelson street; I have 
lived liere since the 2ud of May; I am 
engaged iu erecting telegraph lines 
for the American ITnion Company;

up telephone lines for S. C. J^umbanl, 
and before that worked for 1. D. G. 
Nelson; have known Mrs. Glynn since 
1S72; 
have boarded with ner some 
time;
